FIND PURE DIAMONDS IN WISCONSIN. 


Priceless Jewels Dug Up in the County 
of Waukesha—Put to the X Ray

GARCIA PUTS SPANISH TO ROUT. 


Gen. Munoz, Who Loses 300 
Soldiers Killed. 

Key West, Fla., May 1.—A notable victory 
has been won by the insurgents commanded 
by Gen. Calixto Garcia in the Province of 
Santiago de Cuba. 

Advices \received here from Cuba state 
that Garcia’s forces fell upon the Spanish 
column commanded by Gen. Munoz and 
almost annihilated them. 

The battle ‘occurred near Sanga, on the 
banks of the River Cauto. 

Gen. Garcia was moving west with 1,500 
men, intending to cross the river. Munoz, 
who was at Manzanillo, decided to prevent 
Garcia crossing. 

He led 2,500 Spanish soldiers out of Man- 
zanillo and ordered gunboats up the river 
to codperate. 

Garcia heard of Munoz’s movements and 
effected a junction with the columns of Rabi 
and Rodinghaus, thereby increasing the 
forces under his command to nearly 3,500 
men. 

Garcia stationed his men near Zanja, and 
when the Spanish column under, Munoz ap- 
peared struck it in front and on flank, doub- 
ling it up on the river. 

The Spaniards were taken by surprise, 
and many of them rushed into the river 
and were drowned. 

The fire of the insurgents also did great 
execution. 

When the annihilation of Munoz’s column

seemed certain the gunboats appeared and: 


saved the remnants. 

Over 300 of Munoz’s men were killed by 
insurgents’ bullets or drowned, and about 
400 were. wountied. 

The Spaniards retreated down the river 
to Manzanilla, protected by the gunboats. 

The insurgent loss was small. 

Gen. Garcia then crossed the Cauto, and 
is now proceedifg west. 

Gomez Soon to Advance, 

The news of the advance of Gen. Gome 
has been confirmed. 

He has entered Matanzas Province at the 
head of 1,200 well-armed men. He has seven 


pieces of artillery and plenty of ammunition. 


It is said the field pieces are in charge of 
expert American artillerymen, who served 
in the Pennsylvania National Guard, and left 
Philadelphia for Cuba several months ago. 

Gomez’s forces are advancing westward 
rapidly and in a short time will be in Ha- 
vana Province. It is said in Havana Gomez 
is moving to attack the trocha from the east 
while Maceo huris his column against it 
from the west. . 

Gen. Weyler evidently is expecting a simul- 
taneous assault on the trocha by the forces 
of Gomez and Maceo, for he is hurrying every 
soldier to the line not needed for garrison 
duty. ) 

In the next few days hot fighting is ex- 
pected on the trocha. : 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 1.—Advices re- 
ceived here from Havana indicate that Gen. 
Calixto Garcia, at the head of a band of in- 
surgents in the Province of Santiago de 
Cuba, recently defeated and almost anni- 
hilated the Spanish forces commanded by 
Gen. Munoz. 

But for the timely appearance of the gun- 
boats all of the Spaniards would have been 
captured.

‘“* Yes, slightly,” and Mr. Hanna smiled 
and his eyes twinkled as though he had 
never known of anything half so encourag- 
ing or agreeable as was the declaration of 
the Illinois Republicans. . 

Requests for statements came to Mr. 
Hanna by telegraph from the big newspa- 
pers, the representatives of press associa- 
tions, and from numerous correspondents, 
not to mention the local contingent. He in- 
formed them all that there would be no proc- 
lamation. : 

Congratulatory telegrams came into the 
McKimley headquarters today from all parts 
of the country and bore the signatures of 
men who have carried States for the apostle 
of protection. Probably the most welcome 
telegrams came from, Indiaha, where an- 
other important battle will be fought next 
week. It is the conviction of McKinley's 
managers that Illinois has afforded the de-:

TO MAKE LOUISIANA REPUBLICAN. 


Result of the Election Muddle May Be 


a Revision of the Constitution. 


New Orleans, La., May 1.—'Special.]— 
Every one has been guessing at the meaning 
of the conference between President Jan- 
vier and Mr. McCloskey, Chairman of the 
Executive committee of the Citizens’ League, 
and Gov. Foster and his friends two nights 
ago. The mystery deepened when the same 
members of the league met Gov.-elect Pharr 
and- some of his Campaign committee toduy 
‘and remained in conference with them two 


hours. 

It is now given out by those close to the 
league that the latter is trying to pacify both 
Foster and Pharr and bridge over the pres- 
ent muddled state of affairs. The basis of 
the compromise is said to be the surrender 
by Pharr of all claims to the Governorship 
and his consent to letting the present returns 
stand. 

On the other hand, a constitutional con- 
vention is to be called at once, which will 
cut Gov.

At this convention a provision will 
be inserted in the Censtitution disfranchis- 
ing negro and other uneducated voters, and 
probably adopting the Australian ballot sys- 
tem. 

This plan will allow men to go into the Re- 
publican ranks who now sympathize with its 
principles, but who remain aloof on account 
of the colored man. The elections will then 
be fought out with a white vote, and when 
that result is achieved there is little ques- 
tion that Louisiana will “hts bodily into 


the Republican column. At a mass-meet- 
ing of white men held at Washington Artil- 
lery Hall last night to demand an honest 
count of the vote for Governor, fully 6,000 
men gssembled, many coming from distant 
parts of the State. The audience was far 
above the average in wealth and social 
standing.

One of the Results of the Springficid 
Convegtion Not Published in the 
Minutes—F riends qf the County Or- 
ganization’s Leader Urge That He 
Should Be Rewarded in This Way 
for Waiving His Political Ambition 
in the Past. 

Martin B. Madden can be put down in the 
list of the candidates in the race for the 
United States Senatorship from Illinois. It 
is his ambition to occupy the seat which 
John M. Palmer now fills in Washington; 
his friends admit this, even assert it. They 
go further and predict with confidence that 
Mr. Madden! will be the favorite of the Re- 
publican members of next wintet®s Legis- 
lature. | 

This entrance of the Fourth Ward Alder- 
man into the struggle for the Palmer toga 
is one of the results of the Springfield con- 
vention—a result not published in the pro- 
ceedings, but for all that none the less 
definite. 

The forces which placed John R. Tanner 
in the field for the Governorship made Henry 
L. Hertz the candidate for State Treasurer, 
and waged the vigorous though ineffective 
fight against McKinley had a leader on the 


| floor of the convention. That leader was 


Martin B. Madden. Those forces clustered 
about a nucleus which is technically termed 
the Céok County machine. Madden stood 
in charge of.the machine. And the general- 
ship he displayed was his formal introduc- 
tion to the Senatorial candidacy. 

Politicians who sat in the convention hall 
and saw Ald. Madden step into the leader- 
ship of the organized Tanner forces re- 
marked that he at last had come into his 
own; that the shrewdest of the organiza- 
tion’s managers had taken command. Every 
one recognized there and then that his Sen- 
atorial boom was fairly launched. 

For at least fifteen months Mr. Madden 
has been standing in the background. If his. 
hands were on the wires they were at least 
kept from view. He has been constantly 
active in politics, but his work has been for 
others. Now he and his friends hold that 
his turn has come and he aspires to become a 
colleague of Shelby M. Cullom. Following a 
line of action dictated by motives over which 
his friends and his enemies will dispute Mr. 
Madden has made self interests subservient 
to those of party. The result has been the 
burying of some persona! ambitions. 

The first occasion: on which the Alderman 
made a sacrifice of this sort was during the 
Mayoralty campaign fifteen months ago. 
The Republican nomination was sought by 
George B. Swift and Mr. Madden. -Both 
were strong; both had claims on the party. 
The fight, as it appeafed in prospect, threat- 
ened to be bitter. Madden withdrew from 
the contest in a letter which surprised thou- 
sands of voters and Mr. Swift became Mayor. 

Again, in February last, when the county 
factional fight. broke out and was waged 
through the whole of the night preceding 
the county convention—Lorimer and Hertz 
on one side and Madden on the other, with 
the State’s-Attorneyship as the point at is- 
sue—Mr. Madden capitulated at dawn of 
convention day. As a result his candidate, 
Justice E. T. Glennon, was not mentioned 
before the convention and the Lorimer-Hertz 
candidate, Charles T. Deneen, received the 
nomination. 

Enemies of Mr. Madden will declare that 
the two incidents above cited were dictated 
by far-sighted selfishness, while his friends 
look upon his modesty and peaceful pro- 
clivities as evidences of his inclination to 
place party above personal interests. . 

However that may be, Mr. Madden is now 
prepared to ask of the Republicans of IIli- 
nois an election to the office which Douglas 
and Logan held.

POLITICIANS GET BACK HOME. 
Leaders Discuss Probable Action at the 
St. Louis Convention. 


All the Chicago politicians got back from 
Springfield last evening. Nearly two-train- 


loads of them remained there over night 


after the convention ended to get some sleep 
and rest. They left at noon yesterday in 
the first and second sections of the Alton 
flyer. 

It was a matter of passing comment, too, 
that most of the leaders aboard were ma- 
chine men. Ald. M. B. Madden, John M. 
Smyth, Congressman Lorimer, Henrf? L. 
Hertz, Joseph Braden, William Giffert, Ald. 
Joseph E. Bidwill, and Chris Mamer had 
seats in the drawing-room car. Ex-Gov. 
Fifer came up as far as Bloomington with 
them. ' 

Samuel B. Raymond, Freq M. Blount, and 
William E. Mason were also passengers. 
John R. Tanner was the only one left behind, 
and he will be here this morning. 

Mayor Swift, William R. Kerr, Samuel W. 
Allerton, Alexander H. Revell, and all the 
McKinley leaders, as well as most of the 
delegates and the crowd, left Thursday 
eats arriving in the city yesterday morn- 

ng. 

Everybody of course gossiped about the 
convention and its work. Naturally the 
bosses who labored so hard to prevent it are 
feeling disappointed because of the instruc- 
tions for McKinley. Some of them still 
think dereat of the resolution might have 
been accomplished had not McKinley’s 
forces played better politics after they got 
to Springfield. 

Here is the manner in which Mr. Lorimer 
discussed the matter: 

“When they agreed not to present-their 
resolution until the State officers had been 
nominated we knew then all our chance of 
defeating instructions was gone. Some new 
man seemed to take charge of ‘their fight, 
and evidently through his adviée they saw 
the advantages to be gained by waiting until 
the nominations had been made. Undoubt- 
edly W. J. Calhoun was the man. He is 
shrewd, smart, and practical. He was keen 
enough to see that after the nominations 
the friends and supporters of every candi- 
date would be free to vote as he pleased on 
the question of instructions.”’ 

Speculation has turned now upon the 
probable action of the Illinois delegation at 
St. Louis. The McKinley leaders are be- 
ginning already to insist that the delegation 
cannot do otherwise than vote solidly for 
the nomination of the Ohio man. They 
claim it would not be doing the State justice 
for any of those who go uninstructed to sup- 
port any other candidate. 

A prominent machine leader said yester- 
day the uninstructed delegates would be at 
liberty to vote for any candidate they please, 
and he intimated that both Reed and Allison 
might get a few votes out of Illinofs. 

A meeting of the Cook County McKinley 
club was held at headquarters last evening. 
The meeting was held to settle up the ex- 
penses of the trip to Springfield, and was in- 
cidentally a sort of love feast of congratula- 
tion over the victory at the capital. A gen- 
eral ratification meeting has been called for 
next Thursday evening.

George Brandenburg, one of the most de- 
voted workers for the General Electric 
street railway company preceding and dur- 
ing its fight for an ordinance, has deserted 
his former employers. In the court proceed 
ings yesterday to annul the franchise 
gave damaging testimony against the 
ods of the company and showed th 
concession by the City Council was gfanted 
on false representations.

In some cases he gave the property- 
owners aS much as $5,000 in stock. When 
the ordinance was granted, he said, there 
was a shortage of Sv feet of the necessary 
frontage in Custom House place and a short- 
age of 1,200 feet in Dearborn street. 

This was not the worst. Mr. Branden- 
burg testified that when he figured up the 
shortage and reported to Lucius Clark, 
under whom he worked, he was told to sign 
names enough to make up a majority of the 
frontage. This he refused to do, and, accord- 
ing to his statement to the court, the ficti- 
ticus signing was done by Charles L. Stin- 
son, the Treasurer of thecompany:. He said 
the signatures presented to the Council were 
not all genuine. Mr.- Brandenburg’s testi- 
moniy was a surprise to all. 

Attorney Hamline in the afternoon began 
his argument-for the State, contending that 
the City Council had no power to pass an 
ordinance, except in the manner prescribed 
by the Legislature. His argument will be 


resumed this morning.

FRANKLIN MACVEAGH DISSECTS THE 


: GOVERNOR’S SILVER VIEWS. 


He Believes the Executive Is an Hon- 
est Man but Does Not Understand 
How He Can Indorse a Dishonest 
Dollar—Calis the “16 toil” Crase a 
Disordered Dream—Illinois Demo- 
ecrats at a Critical Point—Their 
Only Hope EF 

- Franklin MacVeagh, being asked to pass 

judgment on Gov Altgeld’s efforts to carry 

the Democratic party into the free silver 
camp, said: : 

“Gov. Altgeld’s attack upon Secretary 
Carlisle did not carry with i¢tmuch argument 
—probably did not intend to do so: and as 
unfriendly perS0palities are ‘unwelcome 
among party associates it probably will be 
felt by all Democrats that the Governor's 
letter is * one of those things which are*bet- 
ter left unzaid;’ and not the less because of 
the contrast with the personal reserve, the 
intellectual calm and the perfect temper of 
the Secretary’s great speech. What is it in 
‘16 to 1’ anyway ‘@hich tends to make its 
speakers and writers violent? Whatever it 
is, we must hold that in part responsible, and 
not the Governor wholly responsible, for the 
Governor’s letter. 

‘*‘ But what is especially surprising in this 
letter, and in the Governor’s other pub- 
lished curtency discussions, and what the 
Governor cannot be relieved of responsi- 
bility for, is his making continual use of 
the afguments of bimetallism as though it 
were bimetallism he is working for; and his 
total abstinence from the arguments of silver 
monometallism, when silver monometallism 
is what he is doing his utmost to bring about, 
As a bimetallist I protest against this. 


Disguise Their Monometallism. 

*‘ Every one must admit that bimetallic 
arguments are no more arguments for sil- 
ver monometallism than they are for gold 
monometallism. It ought to go without say- 
ing that arguments’ for bimetallism are ar- 
guments against both monometallisms. Of 
course, it is true that silver monometallists 
are constantly caught using these argu- 
ments, and the reason is that this course 
enables them to disguise their silver mono- 
metallism; and they are eager to disguise 
it, because there is no possibility of getting 
it introduced inf our country except under 
a disguise. It is an attempt to repeat the 
Trojan horse. ’ f 

‘But then Gov. Altgeld is a man with the 
courage of his convictions, and why he does 
not avow his silver monometallism with his 
usual frankness one cannot see. The Gov- 
ernor does not rank as a financial expert or 
authority, and he cpnnot be held to strict 
responsibility for scientific niceties; but he 
is an able man, and it must be that he dis- 
tinguishes between’ bimetallism and silver 
monometallism. Then why does he work 
for silver monometallism and talk for bi- 
metallism? Why does he confuse the sub- 
jects with arguments that do not apply and 
which can only mislead? That I cannot an- 
swer. , 

“It would be easy to use one’s. wit over 
this and make a jest of the matter. Butthse 
Democrats who oppose silver monometal- 
lism mean to treat Gov. Altgeld with the 
respect that is due a leader who is an honest 
man. 


One of the Paradoxes. 


dishonest dollar is one of the parodoxes 
which we are forced to acknowledge every 
day. But that the Governor does not tear 
from his silver monometallism the wretched 
and unworthy disguises which other less 
frank and courageous silver monometal- 
lists have thrown over this policy, is to me 
a puzzle and a disappointment. Pretend- 
ing that silver monometallism is something 
else than silver monometallism—that it is 
bimetallism, its absolute opposite and con- 
tradiction—is precisely what Gov. Altgeld’s 
friends, and even his enemies, have 
learned to believe would be repugnant to his 
whole character. And such is the common 
confidence in his character that but few in 
this community will accept any solution 
of this remarkable puzzle that is a reflection 
upon his intellectual integrity: . 


metallist is his banner of ‘16 tol.’ Noman 
whose aim is to keep gold and silver tied 
together will:insist on an uncompromising 
and unchangeable ratio. He would know 
that it would inevitably separate them by 
the force of every economic law known to 
science: and he would be the last man in 
the world to make a ratio a fetich—an idol 
to be bowed down to and worshiped. 


Does Not Know the Ratio. 


‘“* And no man who wishes to make gold and 
silver equal will put 100 cents into gold and 
hu cents into silver. No bimetallists ever 
proposed an uncompromising ratio. He can- 
not conceive of anything ‘sacred ’ ina ratio. 
He does not know what the ratio would be. 
He does not know thatit would have to be the 
commercial ratio, and he thinks that with 
bimetallism—which is international or noth- 


-{ing—in operation, the present commercial 


ratio would be nearer to 16 to 1 a good deal 
than it is now; but he does not pretend to 
know what the ratio would be. And the bi- 
metallist. perfectly knows that a scheme for 
a prearranged ratio is a scheme for silver 
monometallism and cannot be anything else. 
If all the people in the United States without 
exception, wise and unwise, conservative 
and fanatical, honest and dishonest, should 
all pull together and all agree to coin silver 
at 16 to 1 without coneert with other na- 
tions, it would under present conditions sim- 
ply plunge the country over the precipice 
into the abyss of silver monometallism. And 
what the wisdom of this people could not 
save our Nation from our 16 to 1 friends 
could not be fairly expected to avert. 


One Object in View. 


‘‘The bimetallist has one object in view— 
to increase the standard money of the world 
by the free and equal use of gold and silver. 
His purpose is a scientific purpose. The sil- 
ver monometallist wants a cheap dollar with 
which to pay private debts at a discount; 
and with which the Nation would dishonor 
itself forever by paying its own bonds ina 
so-called dollar that is but a half d®llar. 
And to accomplish these ends the working- 
man and his dollar are to be utterly sacri- 
ficed. . :

Will that make us 
proud of the American flag?

“This whole 16 to 1 craze is a disordered 
dream. The silver monometallists will wake 
from it soon. 

But whether they do or not will not 
matteg to the honorable career and progress 
of thé"American people. No man who can 
read the signs of the times, and no man who 
has faith democratic institutions can 
doubt that the decision of the American 
people will be overwhelmingly in favor of 
an honest dollar.

MAY-DAY PASSES WITHOUT TROUBLE 


Chicago Labor Circles Exhibit No Pro- 
nounced Changes in (Situation. 
The headquarters of the Builders’ and 
Traders’ Exchange has been transferred 
from the Ogden Building at the’ southwest 
corner of Clark and) Lake ‘streets to the 
second floor of the Chamber of Commerce 
Building, Washington and Lia Salle. Club- 
rooms, reading-rooms, and committee-rooms 
are provided in the new quarters. The com- 
parative inaccessibility of the old location 
was occasioning a decline in membership 

and led to the removal. of the exchange. 

Chicago trade unionists gave no retog- 
nition to May day, the European and Social- 
ist signal for labor demonstrations. Social- 
ists held two meetings last night, but union 
workingmen here took no part in them as 
union men. They recogfiize the Socialist 
movement as political purely and not trade 
unionist. 

Following clearly in the lines of Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers’ recent interview in 
THE TRIBUNB, theré was no local or general 
upheaval of labor conditions. The Chicago 
Bridge and Structural Ironworkers’ Union 
inaugurated a strike for higher wages, but 
that was merely because their annual con- 
tract with representative builders had ex- 
pired and no new scale had been yet agreed 
upon. 

There was no strike in Chicago for an 
eight-hour day. The repressive and con- 
servative influence of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has been powerfully exerted 


manifest in restraining the trades which 
desired a general. imperative demand fora 
shorter workday. In Chicago the building 
trades have long had an eight-hour agree- 
ment. The machinists, the horseshoers, and 
some other trades not allied to the big coun- 
cil work long hours, but they are unready— 
under federation advice—to attempt at this 
time a movement tending to disturb im- 
proving commercial conditions. 


Two Extremely Peaceful Strikes. 


The bridge and structural ftronworkers’ 
strike took place as peacefully as the dawn- 
ing of a May morning. The men simply did 
not go to work. They have an Arbitration 
committee ready to confer with the con- 
tractors whenever it may be the pleasure of 
the contractors to meet them. Until then 
they will simply remain quiescent. It is 
generally understood, however, by insiders 
that it would perhaps be unhealthful for 
outsiders to endeavor to fill the strikers’ 
places. A new man is said easily to become 
dizzy when working at great heights. Con- 
tractors for the Warren Springer building 
at Canal and Jackson streets and the Gar- 
fleld Park power-house signed the 45-cent 
scale yesterday. 

President Grimes of the Elmira ‘Bridge 
company, contractors for the Union Loop's 
Fifth avenue arm, said yesterday the bridge 
men could, wait a long time before the com- 
pany would accept the new scale. He said 
the company could get other men for less 
money. ‘*‘ Not one i§ tém of the bridge- 
workers ever Jearned his trade,’’ he said. 
“ Any sailor can do the work.. They think 
they have a cinch just because they have a 
union.”’ 

The Building Trades Council formally 
moved its headquarters yesterday from No. 
199 Randolph street to Nos. 187 and@ 189 
Washington street. The actual) work of 
transfer had been proceeding for three days. 
The present council dates from Jan. 10, 1891. 
Twenty-eight unions will have headquarters 
in the new location. The big hal! will seat 
1,400 men. Printers, cigarmakers, and 
clothing-cutters will be joint tenants with 
the building trades. 


County Board Men on the Rack. 


A Hull Heuse committee alleges officially 
that a reinvestigation by agents of the 
County Board of cases wherein it was as- 
serted garment-worker applicants for relief 
were not needy disclosed the falsity of first 
reports, to that effect. In reply to this Com- 
missioner Munn yesterday reiterated his 
former statement: ‘*‘ I am convinced the ap- 
plication for a relief fund was. a deliberate 
attempt on the part of the unions to fleece 
the county of $1,000,”’ 

Business Agents Charles Dold and Michael 
V. Britzius of the Cigarmakers’ Internation- 
al Union yesterday swore out warrants for 
the arrest,. upon a charge of using counter- 
feit union labels for cigars, of twenty-two 
small manufacturers. 

As a result of *‘ true bills ’’ being returned 
by the April grand jury capiases were yes- 
terday sent in by the Clerk of the Criminal 
Court for the arrest of seven members -of 
the Garment-Workers’ Union. The men 
were indicted on a charge of conspiracy.

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HARD FIGHT FOR WOMEN.

FURIOUS CONTEST IN THE GENERAL 
M. E. CONFERENCE. 


“Good Lord, Can We Not Stop This 
Howling and Hootingt” Exclaims 
Bishop Bowman in Despair—Ques- 
tion Finally Referred to a Commit- 
tee with Orders to Report on Mon- 
day—Lay Delegates Demand More 
Recognition. 

Cleveland, O., May 1.—[Special.]—The sun 
was bright without Central Armory this 
morning when the quadriennial conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church was 
called to order by the venerable Bishop 
Bowman, but within was a storm so furious 
that the presiding officer in his despair 
threw up his hands and exclaimed: “ Breth- 
ren, are we in Congress or are we ina Meth- 
“odist conference? Good Lord, can we not 
stop this howling and hooting? The Lord 
help us.’’, 

This utterance on the part of Bishop Bow- 
man was inspired when the conference had 
gone wild over the question of the admis- 
sion of the four women delegates to the 
privileges of the convention. 

No sooner were the devotional exercises 
over than the first appearances of the su- 
preme struggle of the day were upon the 
convention. It was precipitated by Mr. 
Planet of North Dakota, who moved the ap- 
pointment of a Committee on Credentials. 
Then came the trouble. 

Dr. Buckley, whose devotion to the cause 
of.women delegates, is not immeasurable, 


rushed down the aisles of the convention | 


and asked the right to read a challenge of 
the rights of certairi delegates. He said that 
‘he and several other delegates whose cre- 
dentials were not questioned desired to chal- 
lenge the vote of certain persons whose 
credentials were not correct. He then read 
the following challenge: 

Formal Protest Against Women. 

“We, the undersigned, members of this 
General Conference, in the exercise of our 
inalienable rights and bounden duty, believ- 
ing that certain women whose names have 
‘been called by the officer appointed and in- 
structed to make up the roll from certificates 
duly accredited, and who responded to their 
names when thus called, are ineligible, do 
hereby challenge the efMgibility of said 
women to memberships in this body, and 
this we do in the fear of God and in bonds of 
Christian unity on the following grounds: 


“1. That prior to 1868 ministers, and they 
under specified conditions, were eligible to 


| membership in the General Conference. 


“2. That provision was constitutionally 
made for the admission of laymen under 
certain specified conditions, and they were 
seated in the General Canference of 1872. 
“3. That the history of the movement cul- 
minating in the admission of lay representa- 
tives shows that the church did not contem- 
plate nor intend the election of women; and 
that whenever attention was called to the 
subject it was definitely understood that 
women were not under the constitution. 


' Declared Ineligible in 1888, 


“ Fourth—That in 1888 five women were 
elected and the credentials of four of them 
never presented; that the question of eligi- 
bility was referred to @ special committee 
on eligibility, which committee reported 
women ineligible under the constitution. 

“‘Fifth—That the general conference 
adopted the said report declaring women in- 
eligible, and pursuant thereto declared va- 
eant the seats which they came to fill and 
seated the first reserves in said seats. That 
a vroposition to alter the constitution so as 
to admit women was submitted to the 
church and was lost by the want of 2,000 
more than it received. That the action of 
the general conference of 1892 did not re- 
verse the action of 1888 declaring women in- 
eligible, or take any action equivalent to a 
reversal of the same. That the proposi- 
tion submitted prior to 1892 was resubmit- 
ted during the last quadrennial, and that, 
therefore, all women professedly elected, 
though their credentials are in proper form, 
are not eligible to membership in this gen- 
eral conferencs.”’ 

This was. signed by J. M. Buckley, T. T.

Everybody Takes a Hand. 


Dr. Buckley then moved the appointment 
of a Committee on Eligibility, which com-

He said that reference of 
this matter to the committee would save a 
great deal of time. The women can vote 
until the matter is disposed of and it will 
save time. 

Dr. Leonard said he was willing to submit 
the question to a committee. - He then moved 
to amend by allowing the districts to choose 
their representatives on the committee. 

By this time half a dozen delegates were 
on their feet and Dr. W. N. McElroy of IIlli- 
nois moved to amend by having the three 
delegates-at-large appointed by the Bishops. 
Dr. Leonard accepted the amendment, when 
Mr. Teter of Iowa moved to amend so that 
the committee should consist of one from 
each conference. A dozen men were on the 
floor and the utmost confusion prevailed. 

Bishop Bowman begged in vain for order, 
but his voice could not be heard a dozen feet 
away. After the excited delegates had be- 
come calm from exhaustion cries of “ ques- 
tion "’ were heard on every side. 


Referred It to a Committee. 


The motion to refer all papers on the qués- 
tion of eligibility of delegates to the pata! 
committee prevailed. 

This\action stopped all chance for further 
debate, and Dr. Neeley of Philadelphia of- 
fered a resolution for the appointment of 
twelve standing committees of twelve mem- 
bers each. 

The twelve committees mentioned by Nee- 
ley are Committees on’ Episcopacy, Itin- 
eracy, Boundariés, Revivals, Temporal 
Heonomic, State of the Churches, Book Con- 
cern, Missions, Education, Church Exten- 
sion,g Sunday-Schools and ‘Tracts,, Freed- 
— Aid and Southern. Educational So- 

Dr. Payne of New York moved that the 
Committee on Temperance anti Prohibition 
be included in the general standing com- 
mittees_and said that it was as important 
as ahy other committee. 

2 F. Berry, editor of the Epworth 
League Herald, moved that the Epworth 
League committee be made a standing com- 
mittee. 

Then another wrangle ensued over the 
relative importance of committees. This 
question drew out a lively debate. - 

J. B. Young of St. Louis, on behalf of the 
Epworth League, asked that the Commit- 
tee on Leagues be made a special committee 
and not a standing one. He made a motion 
to this effect and a motion to lay it on the 
table was lost. The motion prevailed. 


Lay Delegates Demand Recognition. 


The question regarding the right .of lay- 
men was launched by Mr.“Daniels of Indiana. 
He created quite a sensation by presenting 
the claims of lay delegates in the following 
resolutions: 

_ “ Whereas, It was the evident intention of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church in provid- 
ing for lay delegations equal wers and 
privileges with universal delegafions;: and, 

*“ Whereas, Without any authority of law 
a method of assigning lay delegates to the 
general conference committees have hither- 
to prevailed by which, in this respect, each 
lay delegation is treated as an annex to the 
ministerial delegation instead of a separate 
body, elected a different constituency, 
rh tote a different order in the church; 
and, ' | 

“Whereas, By this method of assignment 
most of the laymen have found themselves 
shut out from the chief committees and 
placed on those of the least importance; and, 

“ Whereas, It is a manifest injustice that 
‘the place of lay delegates on these commit- 
tees should be assigned by the Chairman of 
ministerial delegations as has been common- 
ly done; therefore, 

** Resolved, First, that we, members of the 
general conference of 1896, hereby claim our 
right to choose the committees on which we 
will serve in the same manner as the min- 
isterial delegates have made choice of the 
committees on which they would serve, any 
previous arrangement notwithstanding.

When ‘the conference adjourned for the 
day the interest in the proceedings had not 
terminated. 

The district meetings. were held and the 
greatest interest was manifested in the 
woman question. The issues on the elec- 
ticn of members on the Committee on Eligi- 
bility were drawn on the selection of mem- 
bers whose pasition on the woman question 
were known. In some instances a bitter 
feeling cropped out, although an attempt 
was made to suppress it. 

The result of the Selection by districts 
indicates majority and minority reports, and 
such a proceeding will bring the fight on 
the floor of the conference on Monday morn- 
ing when the committee submits its reports. 

As expressed, the opinion of the majority 
of the committee is favorable to women, 
but whether or not the conference will en- 
tertain the same view is a question. 


The question of women’s mission comes. 


up in a slightly different form this year, as 
the women have been duly elected and have 
presented credentials which are properly 
made out. Their names, therefore, appear 
on the roll of delegat®s, and it is a question 
of ouster and nota auton of admission. 


Women’s Friends /Will Force a Fight. 


An effort will be made on Monday to bring 
before the conference the report of the com- 
mittee which was submitted in 1888 and 
which was at that time laid on the table. 
It has been-there since, and the leaders of 
the forces favorable to the women claim 
they will force an opinion from the con- 
ference on it. 

The district meeting held this afternoon 
resulted in the selection of the following 
members of the Eligibility committee:

Fifth District—Prof. E. T. Wilson of Del- 
aware and the Rev. N. B. Leonard of Cin- 
cinnati. Both are for the admission of 
women. 

Sixth District—The Rev. J. 8. Hill.of Ten- 
nessee and J. J. Price of Atlanta. Both are 
for the admission of women. 

Seventh District—The Rev. Henry W. 
Gabin of the Samgh University and Prof. 
Samuel Deckey, Albion, Mich. Both are for 
the women. 

Eighth District—The Rev. A. J. Kinnet 
of lowa and I. M. Shaw of Dés Moints. Both 
are for the admission of women. 

Ninth District—The Rev. J. F. Chabee 
of Minneapolis and W. F. Bushnell.

Women Have a Majority. 


So far as known the committee stands 
rineteen outspoken in favor of the admis- 
sion of women, six outspoken against it, 
and three who favor conservative action. 
The three appointed by the Bishops are un- 
known quantities, but in the nineteen the 
women have a majority of the thirty-one 
members. It is-:the common belief that the 
Bishops will appoint three delegates who 
are oppoesd to the admission of women, 
as the general belief is they are opposed 
to their admission... 

Just before the alljournment the Hon. Hil- 
ary A. Herbert, Secretary of the United

EDWARD H. BUCKINGHAM DEAD, 


Well-Known Chicagoan Succumbs in 
the Prime of Life. 


Edward Hawkes Buckingham, son of Gen. 
C. P. Buckingham of civil war renown, died 
at his home, No. 747 Fullerton avenue, at 2 
o’clock yesterday morning. 

He was special agent of the Traders’ In- 
surance company, though for several months 
he had been unable to devote much time to 
business because of Bright’s disease, which 
fmally took. him off. 

Mr. Buckingham was born in 1847 in 
Mount Vernon, O. He came to Chicago 
when 20 years of age, and entered the em- 
ploy of the Central Elevators. In 1873 he 
became bookkeeper at the: Chicago stee! 
works, and within two years he was ap- 
pointed General Superintendent; subsequent- 
ly filling, in turn, the offices of Treasurer 
and Second Vice-President.

PROF. GEFFIEKEN, HISTORIAN, ISDEAD. 


He Was Imprisoned Once for Publish- 
ing the Diary of the Emper- 
or Frederick. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY HENRY W. FISCHER.| 

Berlin, May 1.—({Copyrighted, 1896, by the. 
New York Journal.j—Frederick Henry 
Geffcken, the well-known German publicist, 
was suffocated while sleeping at Munich last 
night. Prof. Geffcken suffered from insom- 
nia and read nights while in bed. While 
reading last night he fell asleep and over- 
turned an oil lamp, which exploded, suf- 
focating the professor. 

Frederick Henry Geffieken was born at 
Hamburg in 1830. In September, 1888, Prof. 
Geffieken caused to be inserted in the 
Deutsche Rundschau an article headed, 
“ The Emperor Frederick's Diary, 1870-’71,"’ 
which, according to Prince Bismarck, then 
Imperial Chancellor, in revealing secrets of 
state, constituted the crime of high treason. 


Consequently the professor was placed in 


solitary confinement. He pretended to have 
been authorized by Emperor Frederick to 
publish his diary three months after the 
latter’s death. After being detained sev- 
eral months in prison Prof. Geffieken was 
brought before the high court of the empire 
and was eventually acquitted of the charge 
of high treason... 

He was the author of a number of his- 
torical works, including ‘‘ The Coup @’ Etat 
of 1851," * The Constitution of the German 
Confederation,”’ *“‘ The Alabama Question,”’ 
‘* Historical Development of the Relations 
Between the State and the Church,’ “ The 
Question of the Danube,” * The German 
Empire and the Question of the Banks,”’ 
and other works.

Some of them are not within 
the jurisdiction of the association, but will, 
it is thought, recognize the appointment. 

The project grows out of the congested 
condition of Michigan avenue, north of 
Thirty-fifth and Thirty-ninth streets. South 
of those points there are Grand boulevard 
and Drexel boulevard, leading to the south 
parks, but north there is:only the one ave- 
nue, and that at times is so crowded it is 
dangerous. Another thoroughfare from the 
central part of the city to the South parks 
is considered a necessity. 

Investigation has shown that such addi- 
tional thoroughfare can now be obtained 
at comparatively little cost, and Can, as a 
most desirable and important feature, be 
located near the shore of the lake; near 
enough to afford at frequent intervals a 
view of the water, and still sufficiently re- 
moved to be exempt from any danger in 
driving on account of passing trains. 


Route-of the Drive. 


The route more generally approved . is 
from Jackson Park to Fifty-first street by 
Kast End avenue, from East End avenue to 
Lake avenue in Fifty-first street, thence’ by 
Lake avenue to Thirty-fifth street, thence 
through Douglas. Groveland, and Wood- 


lawn Parks‘to Thirty-third street, in Thirty- q 


third street to Groveland avenue, thence to 
Twenty-eighth street, by Twenty-eighth 
street to Igiehart place, to South Park avé- 
nue, in South Park avenue to Twenty-fourth 
street, by the latter. to Calumet avenue, 
thence to Righteenth street, thence to Prai- 
ric avenue, 
street, and by the latter to Michigan avenue.

Incidentally two things, it is hoped, will be 
accomplished by the movement to establish 
the South Shore drive. These are to force 
heavy traffic away from the streets oyslined, 
for the drive and to provide against the 
usurpation of the streets by the failway 
companies for trolley lines. It is pointed 
out that the extension of the Forty-seventh 
street electric line from Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. to the lake was carried through against 
the wishes of the best element of the prop- 
erty-owners by the purchase of frontage 
consents by the railroad company. 

In the World’s Fair year Lake avenue was 
paved and put in admirable condition, but 
the roadbed is now in such deplorable shape 
the teamsters are forsaking it for streets 
better fitted for their purpose. 


Will Cost $5: a Foot. 


A trustworthy estimate of expense, after 
the roadway has been prepared for accep- 
tance by the Park Commissioners, places 
the cost not to exceed $5 per front foot. 
Some portions of the roattway are now in 
good condition, having been recently paved. 

The Executive Commission will have 
charge of the obtaining of signatures for 
remaining unsigned frontages, and will 
bring the matter before the City Council. 
The necessary preliminary expenses to this 
time have in greater ‘part been paid by 
George H. Hess.’ A levy of 10 cents a foot 
will be asked of the frontage owners to pay 
the expenses of the preliminary work. 
.The Lake Avenue Improvement Associa- 
tion keeps a clese watch over the condition 
of the Hyde Park district, inspecting its 
alleys and looking out after encroachments 
by corporations.

Woman’s Alliance Further Considers 
Its Pet Scheme for Dependent 
Children—Petitions Legislature.

The Illinois Woman's Alliance met yester- 
day afternoon at the Sherman House to fur- 
ther consider its pet scheme—a State home 
for dependent children. ‘The alliance has in 
circulation a petition to be presented to the 
coming Legislature bearing 14,000 signa- 
These names include four Chicago 
Judges—Judge Tuthill, Judge. Ball, Judge 
Brentano, and Judge Tuley—besides those 
of many prominent men and women. 

The petition reads: 

‘* We, the undérsigned, citizens of the State 
of Illinois, do hereby petition your honorable 
body to make an appropriation to provide a 
State home for dependent children on the 
cottage plan, with land sufficient for agri- 
cultural purposes. The home to receive all 
dependent children regardless of sex or color, 
and those whose parents cannot or will not 
protect and support them. Said children to 
be apprenticed to the State and remain in 
the State home until they are of age, unless 
they are adopted by a reliable family. The 
home to be industrial in character, teaching 
children how to earn an honest living in ad- 
dition to a good common school education 
to be non-sectarian, and be under such rules 
and regulations as your honorable body may 
decide upon.” 

The plan of the chief promoter, Dr. Luella 
Underhill, is to have an institution on the 


cottage plan. The ball was started rolling . 


one.year ago, and the recent support given 
the undertaking has greatly encouraged its 
projectors.

first contestant, William T. Wilson, was in- 
troduced. 
Oration of W. T. Wilson. 


William T. Wilson of the University of 
Chicago spoke on “‘ The Individual; an Agent 
in Man’s Development.” He argued that 
development in the individual was one of the 
most efficient agencies in the progress of 
mankind. He said: 

‘“‘In every person there exist possibilities 
of something not yet attained. The gains of 
the individual become the birthright of the 
race, and the man of yesterday is a child 
growing into the man of tomorrow. If these 
principles are true they have their place in 
the political, the social, and the moral worlds, 
andgare susceptible of wide application to the 
affdirs of life. To live aright is to guide 
our lives in the direction of individual free- 
dom and individual control. The purpose of 
life is to bring our lives as near the ideal 
type as the present man can be. Whatever 
be our creed or philosophy we must recog- 
nize this fact, that all progress toward the 
ideal manhood is progress in the direction 
of individual Christly living, for the goal 
of all human evolution is the individual 
Christ.”’ 

Michigan’s Representative. 

In his oration on ‘* Gettysburg’ Fred L. 
Ingraham of the University of Michigan de- 
tailed the issues at stake in that contest 
and estimated its influence in history. He 
said: 

‘Gettysburg proved that government by 
the people and for the people meant not 
anarchy but glorious strength, and all na- 
tions, encouraged by our example, are giv- 
ing their poor and unfortunate greater free- 
dom and higher rights. Gettysburg brought 
hope to the downtrodden everywhere. It 
meant that slave trade would not be re- 
opened, that slavery was not to have a 
powerful champion in international councils. 
On the contrary, the slave ship was driven 
from the remotest seas. All Europe united 
to stop man-hunting in Africa, and that 
dark continent, for forty centuries the nur- 
sery of slaves, at last found relief. Eman- 
cipation progressed. Portugal liberated her 
slaves, Brazil and Cuba followed, and the 
whole civilized world was free. 

“Gettysburg brought the whole human 
race nearer to that golden age when union 
shall prevail among the nations as now 
among the States.”’ 


Northwestern's Orator. 


The oration of H. F. Ward of Northwest- 


ern University was entitled: “The Turk 
Must Go.” He said it was not a question of 
politics. He said: 

“Timid statesmanship prates of impos- 
sibility, but it is just as possible for the 


“powers tu abolish Turkish rule as to sustain 


it. Its continuance on such excuses brands 
our boasted civilization as a mockery and a 
lie. 

‘‘ It is time for action, be the consequences 
what they may. In the hour of dire neces- 
sity, when right is plain, men must not talk 
of results, they must do. 
and slavish fear so gripped the hearts of 
men in this commercial age that none dare 
stand for right and freedom’s sake? Is 
there no chivalry of nations to tmpe! the 
strong, like knights of old, to lay lance in 
rest in common cause and go forth to the 
succor of the weak? What though the re- 
moval of the Turk does mean for some na- 
tions the loss.of wealth and territory. Blood 
is worth more than land, and manhood is not 
bought with gold. 

“The Turk must go. From the tombs of 
all the heroes who have lived and fought and 
died for humanity there come a myriad 
voices bidding men be worthy of their herit- 
age. By all the achievements of the past 
they call upon men to unite with.desperate 
determination in another crusade—a cru- 
sade to rid the earth of this tyrant power, 
which stands condemned as the destroyer 
of civilization, the obstructor of progress, 
and the oppressor of weakness.”’ 


Oberlin Talks of Panics. 


The subject of the representative of Ober- 
lin College, Ethelbert. V. Grabill, was: 
“Speculation and Panic."”” He said the 
founding of commerce upon confidence was 
a mark of advance in civilization, an indica- 
tion of progress toward that universal 
brotherhood, the acme of confidence which 
was the goal of all humanity. 

** But a superabundance of confidence” he 
said, ‘is as disastrous to commeree as it is 
beneficial in moderation. Sometimes, em- 
boldened by its successes, commerce seems 
to forget that they were due to prudent mod- 
eration, and throws discretion to the winds. 
Wild speculations, senseless and blind, 
crowd the records of the boards of trade. 
Commerce becomes plunging folly. It was 
the chicanery of such speculation that 
brought on the scare that resulted in the 
panic of 1893,.and, unless checked, will re- 
sult in many more such panics in years to 
come. Yet there is no law to stop such high- 
handed wrecking. 

“While the unscrupulous speculators are 
given free course, the Nation will be con- 
stantly confronted with the possibility of a 
commercial panic, with all its accompani- 
ment of woe. But if the deeds of these men 
are made crimes, and public . opinion 
strengthened to enforce the law, then will 
the last shoal be removed from the chan- 
nel, and our commerce; armored with its per- 
fected system of credits and exchanges, will 
glide on and on, unthreatened, the wonder 
of the nations.”’ 

_ A. H. Schmidt DisGusses Waterioo. 

“ The Downfall of the World Empire ” was 
the subject of the oration of Albert H. 
Schmidt of the University of Wisconsin. It 
was a description of the Battle of Waterloo 
and an estimate of the significance of that 
struggle. He said: 
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court are: First, that the machinery would 
be ready in tim? of need; secondly, the dis- 
putes would be sooner settled, thereby pre- 
venting much international irritation. The 
demand for such a court is widespread, as 
shown by petitions.”’ 

Roger Sherman Baldwin of the Yale Law 
School opened for the negative. His home is 
in New York. ‘‘ Lord Rosebery! says he 
desires a permanent system, but not a per- 
manent court, and this view we favor,” said 
Mr. Baldwin. ‘‘ Authorities at Washington 
and in New York State have in vain en- 
deavored to draw up a plan for a permanent 
court. The permanent court would not pre- 
vent war. It could only be upheld by force 
of arms or by public opinion. If_by force of 
arms the purpose of the court would be 
defeated. We doubt if the public’ opinion 
of both Great Britain and the United States 
in a time of international difficulty would 
alone uphold the ecourt.”’’ 

Adolph Monell- Sayre, special student at 
Harvard, was the second affirmative speak- 
er. He said that in eighty cases of tem- 
porary courts their decisions were upheld 
by the upright and honorable public opinion 
of the countries involved. The permanent 
court should have jurisdiction over cases of 
fact and law between the two countries. 
Questions involving the policy of nations 
should, however, be excluded. The court 
should consist of three from the Supreme 
Court of the United States, three from the 
Court of Appedls of England, and one from 
the Swiss Federation. 

The second speaker for the negative was 
Walter Haven Clark of Hartford, Conn., 
Yale, 98. He said: **‘ We have already a 
perfect system of arbitration. Impartiality 
must be assured. This is easy in temporary 
courts, difficult in a permanent one. Who 
is to say what cases shall come beforea per- 
manent court of arbitration? Shall it be the 
court itself, the parties involved, or disin- 
terested parties? We are asked to throw 
aside a system which has proved successful 
for one which has not been proved safe or 
practicable.’’ 

William Belmont Parker of Nebraska, ’)7 
spoke third for Harvard. He denied that we 
have any system of arbitration at present, 
and maintained that a permanent court 
would offer practical advantages over any- 
thing we now have. : 

Anson Phelps Stokes Jr. of New York, Yale 
"06, finished for Yale and the negative. He 
said: *‘ None of the great wars of history 
could have been averted by arbitration. We 
emphasize not the word ‘arbitration,’ but 

statesmanship.’ The organization of a 
permanent court of arbitration would 
tend to take away the responsibility 
of maintaining peace from our statesmen. 
Statesmanship acts when disputes are in 
their early stages. Diplomacy is the most 
peaceful means of settling controversies. 
The permanent court ts not a barrier to war 
Lut useless machinery.”’ 

The rebuttals by the Yale men were es- 
pecially strong, that of Mr. Stokes being 
a masterpiece. : 

The judges were the Hon. Elihu Root of 
New York, Walter H. Page of Boston. edi- 
tor of the Atlantic Monthly, and Albert 
Shaw of New York, editor of the Review of 
Reviews. 
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afternoon rehearsals was given yesterday 
afternoon by the Chicago Orchestra under 
the direction of Mr. Theodore Thomas, with 
Mr. William Middelschulte, organist, as 
soloist.

The concluding number of the program 
and the most interesting was the Symphony 
No. 3 in C minor by Saint-Saéns, which has 
not been heard here since the musical festival 
of the World's Fair. In the superb interpre- 
tation of the symphony the orchestra accom- 
plished one of the best pieces of work of the 
season.

Farm life became irksome to him. He 
moved to Danville in 1873, and read law in 
the office of Joseph B. Mann, now of Chi- 
cago, and was admitted to the bar in 1875, 
becoming a partner of Mr. Mann under the 
firm title of Mann & Calhoun. This part- 
nership existed until 1884. He was elected 
to the Legislature in 1882, and during the 
session of 1883 took an active part in the 
nomination and election of Shelby M. Cul- 
lom, then Governor, to the United States 
Senate. 

A number of those in the Republican 
legislative caucus at that time were of the 
opinion that the Governor had no legal right 
to become a candidate or be elected to the 
United States Senate. Mr. Calhoun exam- 
ined the question thoroughly and made an 
exhaustive speech on the floor, advocating 
‘Gov. Cullom’s election, and answering the 
arguments against the constitutionality of 
such an election. Thirteen Republicans in 
that Legislature held out against .the elec- 
tion of Gov. Cullom for one day, but in joint 
session they all recorded their votes for the 
Governor. Senator George E. Adams of 
Chicago was the only exception. He re- 
mained in the Senate Chamber during the 
joint assembly. Afterwards he said that he 
was not entirely clear on the point made 
against the Governor's eligibility, but would

background as much as possible. He did 
not want to go to the national convention as 
a delegate-at-large.

was in strict keeping with the character of 
the man. He receives full credit in Eastern- 
Central Illinois, where he is well known, and 
where his honesty of purpose and high char- 
acter are appreciated for their full value. 


Mr. Calhoun’s Life. 


Mr. Calhoun was born in Pittsburg, Pa., 
in 1848, and consequently is 48 years of age. 
His parents died when he was young, and he 
has been compelled,.to hew a place for him- 
self in life solely by his own efforts. Heisa 
great admirer of Maj. McKinley and those 
sterling qualities that have had so much to 
do with rousing the people of the country to 
stand under the McKinley standard. 

But there are other reasons, and more 
potent ones, if possible, why Mr. Calhoun 
is a friend of Gov. McKinley and his family. 
When he was only 17 years of age he secured 
work on a farm near Poland, O., and attend- 
ed the academy at that place. The Mc- 
Kinley family lived in or riear Poland at that 
time, having moved there to educate the 
children at this same academy. The father 
of William McKinley was superintendent of 
furnaces at a Niles iron mill. 

Attending the academy with the younger 
McKinley children Mr. Calhoun was thrown 
much into their company, and young Cal- 
houn and Abner McKinley, a younger broth- 
er of the gréat protectionist, became chums. 
They fished together, studied together, hunt- 
ed rabbits, and helped with each other’s 
chores, and Calhoun spent many pleasant 
days at the McKinley house. The mother of 
the McKinley boys was one of those good 
old-fashioned women who had a heart big 
enough to take in a motherly love for the 
orphaned friend of her son, and so Calhoun 
was treated as one of the family. 


Acquaintance with McKinley. 


This schoolboy period in Mr. Calhoun’s life 
was between 1865 and 1869, after William 
McKinley had returned from the army and 
was practicing his profession. Mr. Calhoun 
remembers him at that time asa grave, tire- 
less worker at his profession and exceeding- 
ly popular with the people, but nobody ever 
imagined the future career in store for him. 
William McKinley was older than Abner 


company. But there in the little town of 
Poland and closely associated with the un- 
pretentious academy of the town was de- 
veloped a great regard in William J. Cal- 
- houn’s heart for the McKinley family as a 
whole, and for the motherly heart that found 
a place in it for a stranger lad.

WILL PASS THE 
BANKRUPTCY BILL TODAY. 


Involuntary Act Which Comes Up Will 
Be Approved Because of the Recent 
‘Panicky Season—New Measure Pro- 
vides That an Indebtedness of 
$1,000 Is the Minimum by Which a 
Person May Be Declared a Bank- 
rupt—Senate Is Feared. 


feeling of general uncertainty is expressed 
by . Republicans and Democrats: as to the 
prospects of the passage of the uniform 
bankruptcy law in the House tomorrow. , 

The opposition on the part of the Demo- 
crats, led by Bailey of Texas, has been par- 
ticularly strong, and in addition to this a 
large fumber of Republicans appear to be 
undecided as to how to vote on the bill. 

A voluntary bankruptcy law would pass 
with scarcely any opposition, but many 
of the members, especially from the coun- 
try sections both North and South, are 
rather doubtful about the expediency of 
passing an involuntary bankruptcy act-just 
at this time, when the country is at the 
close of a panie season and better times 


are expected. 

Many of these members say a general 
bankruptcy law can be enacted successful- 
ly during a period of commercial prosperity 
only, and that if creditcrs ‘were given li- 
cense to force the debtor class into bank- 
ruptcy at.the present time the period of 
commerical depression would be extended 
certainly and, the revival of business de- 
ferred almost indefinitely. 

Believe House Will Pass It. 

The Judiciary committee, led by Col. Hen- 
derson of Iowa, has devoted a large amount 
of time to the consideration of the bank- 
ruptey bill and believes it ean be passed, at 
least through the House, by a safe majority, 
although no one hopes for its passage by the 
Senate in the present tangled condition of 
affairs at the north end of the Capitol. 

The United States has had three national 
bankruptcy bills, no one of which was-kept 
on the stattite books very long. 

The members of the committee say that 
the present bill would not be subject to the 
objections made against previous bank- 
ruptcy measures, because it is perfected by 
past experiences, and especially do they be- 
lieve that the onerous fees and exactions 
under the last bankruptcy law which gen- 
erally swallowed up the estate to the exclu- 
sion of both debtor and creditor have been 
avoided largely, if not entirely. 

Under the act of 1867 the operative clerk 
and house servant were allowed prior claims 
to an amount not exceeding £50, while under 


for each claimant. 

Under the present measure a person must 
owe debts to the amount of $1,000 to be ad- 
judged a bankrupt, whereas the minimum 
was $300 under the old law, and in the case 
of voluntary bankruptcy no minimum is 
fixed at all. P 


To Save Court Expenses. 


Under the new measure each county may 
be a district for the referee, so that all par- 
ties interested may attend to the bankruptcy 
proceedings without the expense of going 
to a United States court except only in im- 
portagt matters in contested cases or where 
the parties request the findings of the referee 
to be certified to the Judge. 

The new measure provides also that a 
majority in number of all the creditors 
whose claims have been allowed, represent- 
ing at the same time a majority in amount, 
may secure a composition and obtain a dis- 
missal for the debtor. .. 

In opposition to the previous law corpora- 
tions are barred out from the provisions of 
the pending bill. | 

‘Under the act of 1867 a debtor whose assets 
did not equal 50 per cent of the claims could 
not secure a discharge without the assent 
in writing of a majority in number and value 
of his creditors, while under the present law 
no such assent is required. 


measure, on which a vote will be taken to- 
morrow, contains such wise and just provis- 
ions as will assure to the creditors of an 
insolvent and dishonest debtor the speediest 
and cheapest possibje distribution of assets, 
and at the same time allow the honest debtor 
to rise speedily from a hopeless load of debt. 

The result in the House tomorrow is uncer- 
tain, and members of both parties will split 
up entirely without regard to political lines, 
although the official influence of the com- 
mittee may be sufficient to carry the meas- 
ure through. 

In any event it can be stated confidently 
that no bankruptcy law will be passed by 
both Houses, at least at the present session. 


RESOLVES TO INVESTIGATE MORTON 


Congressman Baker Asks the House to 
Take Action. 

Washington, D. C., May 1.—fSpecial.}— 
P Congressional action has been invoked at 
last on the charges against Secretary Mor- 
ton for alleged discrimination against. the 
Chicago seed firm of Northrup, Brazlan, 
Goodwin company in connection with the 
recent award of the contract for furnishing 
garden and field seeds to the Department of 
Agriculture. 

This subject was referred to Representa- 
tive Baker of New Hampshire by the com: 
plainants, and he accordingly introduced a 
concurrent resolution in the House today. 

Provision is made for the appointment of 
a select committee of three members of the 
House of Representatives, to be chosen by 
the Speaker, and such Senators as may be 
designated by the Upper Branch of the Na- 
tional Legislature. 

This committee is to be charged with the 
duty of fully investigating “ all charges of 
misconduct, falsehood, collusion, or combi- 
nation and fraud which niay be filed with it 
relating to the purchase of seeds under the 
act of March 2, 1895, and the joint resolu- 
tion of March 14, 1896."’ 

Furthermore, the committee is to investi- 
gate statements alleged to have been made 
by Secretary Mofton and Assistant Secre- 
tary Dabney charging Congressmen with 
selling the quota of seeds allotted to them 
under the acts of Congress. 

in explanation of his resolution Mr. Baker 
said: 

“It is currently stated, and has not been 
denied, that the Northrup, Brazlan,. Good- 
win company of Chicago, growers of garden 
and field seeds, was the lowest bidder for 
furnishing the specified seeds by $11,000, or 
about one-seventh of the entire purchase 


price. 

“April 7 they filed charges with the Sec- 
retary Of Agriculture setting forth that 
through the personal hostility of the Secre- 
tary and by collusion, corruption, and 
fraud, and by the combination of various 
officers of the department, they were denied 
the contract for furnishing the seeds in 
question, though the lowest bidders, and by 
‘reason of which the government has been 
defrauded.” . z 

‘‘ But Secretary Morton has not acknowl- 
edged the receipt of these charges or di- 
rected any investigation thereof, but has 
issned an ex parte statement of defense 
of his action in which he does not refer to or 
attempt to disprove the accusations of cor- 
ruption and fraud. 

“In various ways and by sundry state- 
ments the Secretary of Agriculture has as- 
serted that Senators and Representatives 
‘In Congress in many instances have sold the 
quota of seeds allotted to them and gener- 
ally that the seeds furnished for distribu- 
tion by them do not reach the persons for 
whom they were intended, but are used by 
Congressmen for purposes of private gain.”

The action of the Senate today in voting 
for a reduction of battleships from four'to 
two, together with a number of remarks 
dropped during the course of the debate, is 
taken to indicate that there is a strong senti- 
ment in favor of increasing even the liberal 
House appropriations for fortifications. 

The House bill, it will be remembered, car- 
ried, including contracts, a little over $11,- 
000,000.

In the Land of the Moguls. 
The Heart of a Continent. By Capt. 
Frank E. Younghusband. Imported by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. : 

Capt. Younghusband is a born traveler. 
Tlrere is a saying in the Orient to the effect 
that an Englishman never saw a hill with- 
out instantly longing to climb it. Capt. 
Younghusband is an Englishman through 
and through, and, moreover, he is the 
nephew of Robert Shaw, the first English- 
man who ever pushed his way. through the 
Himalayas to farthest Turkestan. It was 
natural, therefore, that the Captain should 
soon weary of watching the dust specks 
on the uniforms of the King’s Dragoon 
Guards in India and should accept with de- 
light the hardShips and activities of an at- 
taché of the British Intelligence Depart- 
ment. The keen delight which he feels in 
travel never leaves him, and he has infused 
his spirit into the whole of his interesting 
book. 

The author’s first explorations were made 
in 1885 in company with the Director-General 
of the Postoffice of India. The tour took him 
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F vhatage during the coming year, and .the 
friends of coast defenses :.are making a 
strong effort to have the Senate committee 
add a certain percentage to every item in the 
House Bill, at least so far as regards the en- 
gineering work, which is far behind the

Senator Squire, who has a comprehensive 
coast defense bill, has turned his attention 
to the regular appropriation bill and under 
his leaderdhip in the committee and in the 
open Senate a systematic plan of campaign 
‘will be inaugurated looking to an increase 
of the appropriations. 

During the debate on the naval bili al- 
most all the speakers, including Senator 
Gorman, who leads the Democrati¢ side, 
admitted that the navy had been given too 
liberal appropriations and that from this 
time on the money should be spent wizh a 
free ‘hand for the most improved system 
of coast defenses possible to be devised and 
completed. 

The point has been made in the Senate 
that it would take an exceedingly long period 
of time to make any kind of a navy which 
would compete with that of Great Britain, 
whereas in a few years by forcing the work 
a system of coast defenses could be con- 
structed which would hold at bay any ships 
Great Britain can send against this country.

The objective 
point of this journey was ostensibly the 
Chang-Pai-Chan, or ‘“‘ Long White Moun- 
tain,’’ which figures lafgely in Chinese leg- 
ends and which had not been visited since 
an enterprising Jesuit had penetrated: to it 
in 1709. The mountain proved somewhat of 
a disappointment, being but: 8,000 feet high, 
not snow-clad, but white from its covering 
of volcanic pumice stone. .: — 

The joyrney was made by means of mule 
carts, and the various inns at which the 
travelers stopped were remarkable for noth- 
ing except a superabundance of dirt. Muk- 
den, the Manchurian capital, which has fig- 
ured more recently as the objective point of 
the, invading Japs, is meagerly described, 
the chief point the author makes being the 
insatiable and intolerable curiosity of the 
Chinamen about the inn, who insisted during 
his ablutions in poking holes through ‘the 
paper windows with ‘their fingers and ap- 
plying their multitudinous eyes to these 
peep-holes. Another interesting fact which 
impressed Capt. Younghusband was his in- 
ability to secure milk in this portion of the 
empire. “ The Chinese and Manchus,”’ he 
says, ‘‘ never milk theircows. They seem to 
think it disgusting to drink milk, though 
they will eat rats’‘and dogs.”’

Modern firearms from the Krupp factories 
were noted by the author even in the most 
inaccessible places, but they were uniformly 
rusting into uselessness as fast as rain and 
utter carelessness could doit. Capt. Young- 
husband has a rather high idea of the China- 
man’s-industry and push, however, and says 
that in Manchuria the Chinese “ are doing 
exactly what our colonists have been doing 
for so many years in Canada.” His ex- 
periences have also convinced him that the 
Chinaman as a host is almost perfect. He 
was given a forty-course dinner by a high 
official at Mukden, with sea slugs, sharks’ 
fins, and birds’ nest soup among the deli- 
cacies served, and he came to the conclusion 
that in spite of the irritation caused by the 
Chinaman’s absurd, superciliousness . and 
utter ignorance of geography he is an inter- 
esting individual to meet at home. “ No- 
body can be ruder than a common China- 
man,” he says, *“‘ and nobody can be more 
polite and refined than a Chinese gentleman 
when he wishes.”’ 

On the way back to Pekin Capt. Young- 
husband came across a curiosity in North 
Manchuria in the shape of a village totally 
converted to Catholicism, and he speaks in 
the highest terms of the French mission- 
aries who have gone there to live and die. 
‘‘We attended church on Sunday,” he says, 
‘‘and. were very much struck with :the 
really sincere and devout character of these 
| converts.” . 

The beginning of the great wall in the sea 
at Shan-hai-kuan the author .,déscribes as 
‘‘a sight really worth seeing,” and far differ- 
ent from the careless mud-built continua- 
tion of it that he afterward crossed in the 
interior. At Kaiping the travelers met a 
procession of carts, each eontaining a coffin 
with a.cock in a cage on top of it. The bod- 
ies were those of Chinamen who had died 
on Manchurian soil, and whose spirits were 
uneasy until they should get back within the 
great wall. 
kept the disembodied souls awake until they 
were safe upon sacred soil. 

Speaking of spirits, it is fortunate that the 
evil ones of that ilk in China are so built 
that they must fly in straight lines. They 
cannot turn a corner. Hence the natives 
always build a blank wall just in front of 
their doors. An English engineer in Kai- 
ping, Mr. Kinder, has actually succeeded 
in introducing a railroad into that country 
hy a tactful use of this superstition. The 
Chinese allowed him to build an engine at 
his coal mine, though they would not allow 
ane to be brought in ready made by the 
‘‘ foreign devils.”” But when he asked for a 
permit to build a short line of track he was - 
refused Because the feng-shul, or evil spirits, 4 
would ride on top of the cars. “ Never, 
said Mr. Kinder; “ they never could cross the 
embankments.

BISCUIT IN FIRST PLACE, 


“ADVANCE OF SEVEN POINTS IN NEW 
YORK BISCUIT STOCK. 


Diamond Match Is Relegated toa Rear 
Place on the Local Exchange—Sto- 
ries of More Bakeries Secured— 
Match Is Strong, However—Second 
Largest Total of Sales in the His- 
tory of the Exchange—Statistics of 
Chicago Street Railways. 


New York Biscuit took first place from 
Diamond Match yesterday on the local Stock 
Exchange and sold from an opening at 93% 
account to 101%, with a close at 101. The 
total sales of Diamond Match for the day 
amounted to 17,995 shares, which exceeded 
any previous record of sales in a single,day 
on the Chicago Stock Exchange. The New 
York Biscuit company was formed by the 
Moores, who are also practically at the 
head of the Diamond Match company. W. 
H. Moore is President of the New York 
Biscuit company, and J. H. Moore is also an 
officer. There was no definite news yester- 
day to account for the strong advance in 
the stock of the New York Biscuit com- 
pany. Some news is promised soon, but de- 
tails are yet lacking. The story was in 
circulation yesterday of a purchase of three 
bakeries in Philadelphia, to be paid for in 
stock of the New York Biscuit company. 
The Moores would not verify this, though 
they admitted negotiations had been under 
way for some additional bakeries in the 
East. 

‘The only thing I can say regarding the 
New York Biscuit company,” said W. H. 
Moore yesterday, “is that the company is 
doing better than it has. ever done in its 
history, and the earnings of the company 
for the year 1896, if the remaining months« 
are up to the first four months, will ex- 
ceed the earnings of any previous year since 
it was organized. The company is now pay- 
ing dividends at the rate of 6 per cent a year, 
and the earnings for last year were a little 
more than 7 per cent. I consider such a 
stock exceedingly cheap at the present 
prides, and I believe the investing, public 
is wakening to this fact.” 

Buying orders yesterday for New York 
Biscuit were not confiened to local capital- 
Counselman & Day, who have a pri- 
vate wire to New York with a Boston con- 
nection, are reported to have been buyers 
for the account of Eastern capitalists. It 
was said larger ord@rs for New York Bis- 
cuit have been received from.the East than 
had ever before been given in a single day 
for any local security. 


Recent Purchases of Bakeries. 


The New York Biscuit company has a 
capital of $9,000,000 with an authorized issue 
of $10,000,000. The company owns bakeries 
im various parts of the country and in March 
three new bakeries were added to the list. 
One of these was the Mason bakery in Bal- 
timore, which had heretofore been one of 
the strongest competitors of the New York 
Biscuit company. In acquiring these proper- 
ties it was announced by President. Moore 
no additional stock would be issued and no 
more bonds would be put out. The property 
was to be paid for out of the profits of the 
business. Early in the year it was reported 
the company had made some advantageous 
contracts for the Material used in making 
its product. -It was also reported the sales 
for the first three months of the year had 
been largely in excess of those of last year. 

Diamond Match yesterday was. strong, 
opening at 237 account, selling up to 238, 
and going off to 23514, followed by a recovery 
to 237. The close was at 236%. Total sales 
of -7,500 shares were made during the day. 
A special train left last night for Barberton, 
O.,witha number of local capitalists. who are 
to ‘be shown the working of the new machine 
controlled by the Diamond Match cumpany, 
for which the French Government will pay 
a royalty amounting to $600,000 during the 
five years of a contract recently closed. The 
train consisted of five cars and the. follow-

Chicago Street Railway Statistics. 


A supplement to the Economist has just 
been issued which contains a history in sta- 
tistics of Chicago street railway corpora- 
tions with maps of the various systems. 
There’are included in the list of companies 
twenty-nine separate corporations, though 
of this number thirteen companies are a part 
of the North and West Chicago systems. 
The supplement contains more detailed in- 
formation regarding street railway proper- 
ties than has ever been included in any for- 
mer publication. Each company is treated 
separately, and there is given the author- 
ized capital and statistics regarding divi- 
dends, the registry of stock, the outstand- 
ing bond issues, with fixed charges and de- 
tailed reports of operation covering a period 
of years. 

There is also given a history of each cor- 
poration, the facts regarding the franchises 
under which they operate, the property 
ownéd the corporation, and the provisions 
of all Mortgages and other instruments of 
record which affect the titles to the prop- 
erties.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Shipments of Gold to Paris Cause Duall- 
ness, but the Close Is Higher. 


NEW YORK, May eB gies ype of outside 
interest in the stock market wa@ sharply defined to- 
day, the aggregate transactions barely footing up 
100,000 shares. It goes without saying that this 
total is insignificant in comparison with the normal 
daily average of trading.in the spring. Tobacco 
ficured for one-third of the dealings. The dull- 
ness is partly ascribed to the renewal of the gold 
export and the political uncertainties abroad, 
which have caused a complete withdrawal of 
public interest in the market. Activity in the 
Steck Exchange markets is not expected to be 
resumed to any important extent until the ad- 
journment of Congress. The pivotal influence 
upon the speculation today was the engagements 
of gold for shipment by tomorrow’s steamer. 
The first news of the formal orders led to some con- 


| cessions in prices, but as the amount taken fell 


below the estimates considerably, a moderate rally 
ensued, in which prices worked to above last 
night’s closing. The actual amount of gold that 
was withdrawn from the assay office today 
amounted to about $1,445,000. Of the total about 
$1,200,000 will be exported, only bars being taken. 
It is understood that the ie ng of the gold coin 
that was offered to would-be shippers today at 
the Subtreasury was so poor as to involve a de- 
preciation of 4% of 1. = cent, hence the un- 
willingness of the exchange houses to take the 
coin. The legal limit of loss on gold procured 
from the Subtreasury, technically termed the limit 
of toleration, is ™ of per cent. he Treas- 
ury Department disbursed about $3,000,000 for 
interest, and this will be offset practically by the 
government monev paid in under the last Treasury 
call by the depository banks. ‘There was paid in 
by these depositories today over $1, 000,000," mak- 
ing $1/400,v0u deposited at the Subtreasury within 
the last two days. The gold shipped goes to 
Paris. The exchange market was calied easier 
today, but did not rule quotably lower, the in- 
creased offerings of bills noted being chiefly drawn 
against the shipments. The decision of the court 
permitted the payment of the extra dividend of 20 
per cent in ee to the common stockholders of 
the American obacco company,.was followed 
by an irregular movement in the stock, with a re- 
acting tendency. The price opened a fraction 
higher at 72, reacted to 69%, andsrallied to 71% 
in the early trading. Free offerings in the late 
dealings caused a recession to 68%, and the close 
was at 60%. The announcement of the signature 
of the decree of foreclosure of the Reading prop- 
erties caused a slight gain in the stock, which 
was not retained. London did not figure in today’s 
operations, owing to the close foreign observance 
of the May day holiday. General Electric, Man- 
hattan, and Consolidated Gas were heavy, but ex- 
cept in the case of the last named, which broke 
2%, and, recovered 1 per cent, the losses were con- 
fired tod fractions. Louisville and Nashville was 
the weakest of the railway shares, reacting 1 per 
cent from the top.

Evidently Oom Paul needs no help from the 
outside in running his little government. 
He can be relied upon to do and say the right 
thing in any emergency. 
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ILLINOIS HAS DECIDED THE NOMINATION 

In all probability the action taken by the 
Republican convention at Springfield on 
Thursday has determined the outcome of 
the St. Louis convention: Although the 
vote of instructions for McKinley gave him 

only four more delegates, it at the same time 

gave an immense impetus to the movement 
in his favor, which,’ with the lead he al- 
ready had, will make it impossible for the 
divided opposition to concentrate on any 
eandidate with a chance of defeating Mc- 
Kinley. . . 

The result in Illinois will have all the more 
effect because it comes on the heels of the 
action of the Vermont convention in dec 
ing for McKinley. That State has only 
eight votes, but it is a New England one. 
It is one of the six which were the back- 
bone and mainstay of Speaker Reed. With 
New England divided he stands in no better 
position than McKinley would occupy were 
half Ohio against him. Mr. Reed is sure 
only of Maine and Massachusetts. With 
Vermont and Connecticut against him, 
and Rhode Island and New Hampshire not 
to be depended on, his hopes are blasted. 

That Illinois has settled the matter seems 
to be the general opinion of the Washing- 
ton corresponderts, who are keeping a close 
watch on the different candidates and their 
managers and who know well how they 
feel. The correspondent of Tug Tripunu 
Says: | 

For weeks Illinois has been looked to generally 
as hélding the key to the political situation, and 
all parties were agreed that the convention at 
Springfield practically would settle the nomination 
if it declared for McKinley. Representatives of 
all the other candidates have deciared freely if 
they could hold Illinois they would have a good 
fighting chance, but if Illinois went to McKinley 
the success of the Ohio man would be assured prac- 


tically. 

When the news came that Illinois had in- 
structed for McKinley his managers natur- 
ally were jubilant, and — 

The opposition was proportionately downcast. 
Closé friends of Allison, Reed, Morton, and Quay 
admitted that the race was over unless something 
absolutely unforeseen should intervene in the next 
six weeks. No one of the Presidential candidates 
would talk, but close friends of each said while the 
situation was admittedly desperate there would be 
no withdrawals. 


The correspondent of another paper says: 
“The general verdict in Washington is that 
Illinois has settled the contest and made 
Maj. McKinley President.” When ihe 
news came the friends of other candidates 
had nothing to say. 


Messrs. Manley and Lodge, representing Speaker 
Reed, were invisible throughout the whole even- 
ing. At. Mr. Manley’s hotel his friends said he 
was in hiding and did not care to meet newspaper 
men, Mr. Lodge was * out."" Gov. Gear, the 
able and nervy manager for Senator Allison, had 
nothing at all to say. Efforts to induce Senator 
Quay to express an opinion were in vain. Of the 
whole crowd that a few hours before were will- 
ing to tell all comers of th® ease with which the 
MeKinley craze would be crowded to the wall after 
Iilinois had thrown him down, no one was to be 
found to say whether or not the fight would be 
kept up a little longer.

fully understood that the action taken by 
the Springfield convention unquestionably 
represents the sentiments of a majority of 
the Republican voters of L[llinois—of the 
farmers and the workingmen, the “ plain 
people’”’ whom McKinley spoke of in his 
Lincoln address to the Marquette club. 
The vote. of instructions in his favor did 
not meet with the approval of the politi- 
cians, but they c@uld not disobey the in- 
structions of the “masses.” The anti- 
McKinley men were superior in managing 
ability. They had the better organization. 
They had a majority of the delegates as far 
as making nominations was concerned, but 


on the instruction question they could do 


nothing. 

It may be for the best to have the struggle 
for the Presidential nomination which has 
been going on for some months settled, to all 
appearances, thus early. The public mind 
will be relieved from suspense and can enjoy 
a few weeks of quiet before the St. Louis 
convention meets, The friends of the dif- 
ferent candidates will be freed from the 
labor of issuing their weekly or semi-weekly 
bulletins, announcing the gratifying progress 
made by their candidates, and can await 
with untroubled minds the meeting of the

most brutal excesses and yet claim the 
credit for merciful conduct in the belief that 
the real perpetrators of the outrages were 
escaping notice. He may have been at- 
tempting some such course in the last few 
weeks, but he will not be able to escape his 
full share of responsibility when the in- 
evitable day of reckoning comes. This dis- 
closure regarding Gen. Melquizo, the fact 
that he will be sustained in his conduct, and 
the probability that he is only one of many 
who are using the same methods, make the 
demand on the outside world more urgent 
that this war of massa¢re be brought to an 
end. Why President Cleveland refuses to 
heed the request of Congress, which, as Mr. 
Hitt tersely put it, “ would be a mandate 
upon any one but a King,” and which would 
go far admittedly to bring freedom to the 
Cuban patriots, is a question that is fast be- 
coming one of deep concern to the entire 
civilized world. 

If the disclosurés regarding Gen. Mel- 
quizo do not move him, the results of the 
investigations by the correspondent for the 
New York World, which are specific in 
character, surely ought to make an im- 
préssion, These investigations were con- 
fined to one little farming district near Ha- 
vana, but they reveal the fact that within 
the last two weeks alone thirty-six white, 
men, nan-combatants in the war, were 
taken from their farms and shot. In all 
these cases the correspondent specifies the 
names and dwelling places, and it is not the 
usual vague report. At Campo Florida 
eight men were shot without trial, although 
it has-been proved since that they were 
peaceable and taking no part in the war. 
Seven others were taken from their homes 
On the 
Arango estate sixteen farmers were dragged 
from their plows and murdered, and five 
others were shot down on the highway to 
Minas. These are the cases unearthed by 
one man in one small part of Cuba. How 
many others are there that have not come 


to light? 


CALHOUN OF VERMILION. 

The contest over instructions in the 
Springfield convention brought to the front 
a man who will make his mark in politics in 
this State hereafter, if he chooses. He is 
W. J. Calhoun of Vermilion. Before the 
convention met he was known to many IIli- 
nois Republicans as a man who had shown 
decided legislative ability as a member of 
the Lower House at Springfield and marked 
legal ability while participating in the man- 
agement of the suits brought to set aside the 
legislative apportionment. He is known all 
over Illinois now as the man who led the 
successful fight for McKinley instructions. 

The McKinley men made no mistake when 
they put themselves in his hands and left 
the management of affairs entirely to him. 
For from the beginning to the end of a 
heated contest he showed that he possessed 
the qualifications of a political leader on as 
well as off the floor of a convention. 

Mr. Calhoun showed his ability the most 
perhaps in his moderation. He did not try 
to do too much, and stuck toenething. He 
knew that nearly all the political managers 
were against him and that they had the 
organization in their grip. He was satisfied 
that on every. question except that of in- 
structions they had a majority of the dele- 
gates with them. His restraint and self- 
control were remarkable. Though con- 
stantly urged to go to extremes by excited 
followers he did not once lose his head. 
He came out.of the contest without offend- 
ing his opponents by word or deed. 

He refrained from wasting himself. He 
refused to have anything to do with 
contests over nominations for State offices. 
He would not meddle for one man or 
against another. He concentrated his 
energies on one single point—securing a 
fair, direct vote on the question whether 
the convention would or would not instruct 
for McKinley. When he had gotten that 
vote and won the fight “ the subsequent 
proceedings interested him no more.” 

During the coritest, whether in the con- 
vention or out of it, he was always on the 
alert. His self-possession never was dis- 
turbed. He knew he had able men to 
fight against, who had many advantages on 
their side, but that seemed to key him up 
instead of depressing him.. He made no 
blunders himself and took prompt advan- 
tage of any his opponents made. He let no 
opportunities escape him and he allowed 
nothing to divert his attention from the 
one thing he had in hand. . 

The man who shows at a State conven- 
tion that he has political ability of a high 
order does so in the presenee of over 1,300 
delegates coming from all parts of the 
Commouwealth, to say nothing of the thou- 
sands of spectators, representing nearly 
every section of the State. No ambitious 
man can wish for a better advertisement— 
for a more widespread and immediate rep- 
utation. If Mr. Calhdaun has political am- 
bition there will come or hay when he will, 
be able to gratify it, for ‘today, all over 
Illinois, men are telling\their neighbors 
of that wise, quick- witted, “well-balanced 
man who led the mee ore at Spring- 
field. 


THE ILLINOIS omky PLANK. 

The money an ig of the Lilinois Republic- 
ans is as follows 

Resolved, That we, the nepuicans of Illinois, 
are unyielding and emphatic in our demands for 
honest money. We are oppqsed, as we ever have 
been, to any and every scheme that will give to 
this country a currency in oy way depreciated or 
debased, or in any respec inferior to the money 
of the most advanced and intelligent nations of 
the earth. We favor the use of silver as currency 
to the extent only and under such restrictions that 
its parity with gold can be mais{tained. 


This plank has bee iticised because it 
does ‘not, after enun¢iating a general prin- 
ciple broad enough t6/meet all possible con- 
tingencies, go into ils. : 

Fault has been found with it because it 
does not declare the Republicans are “ un- 
alterably opposed” to the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. But when the 
party says it fayors the use of silver only 
to the extent that parity with gold can 
be maintained it decla if against free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1, or 20 to 1, or 
at any ratio at which its parity with gold 
cannot be ma ed.. In making this 
declaration the ‘party pronounces against 
any coinage of silver at the present ratio 
beyond the point at which it can be kept at 
par with gold, a point awhich hae already 
been reached. 

If the plank were to declare only against 
“free coinage” its critics might draw 
the inference that 
of going on with the restricted coinage of 
silver which was stopped in 1890, But as 
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particular thing, because they have not said 
they are opposed to it also. The Illinois 
Republicans say they are for the use of sil- 
ver when kept at par, and they wisely stop 
there. 


FRANCE IN A TURMOIL. 

Premier Meline has outlined in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies the policy of the new French 
— and has made a dexterous effort to 
avoid arousing the antagonism of either of 
the sharply defined factions. He avows a 
desire to pursue a peaceful course and in- 
vokes the patriotism of both legislative 
Houses to assist in keeping in the back- 
ground, for the present at least, the irritat- 
ing questions that led up to the last Cabinet 
downfall. He recognizes the preponder- 
ance of the Chamber of Deputies, but in the 
same sentence asserts it will be impossible 
to govern without the Senate, and thus 
seeks to dodge that perplexing issue. He 
presents an urgent plea for hermony be- 
tween these two bodies, and in order to 
make it- more possible declares the govern- 
ment should not be called on to consider 
the dangerous question of a revision of the 
Constitution until the temper of the oppos- 
ing parties shall have cooled down. 

The new Premier has enjoyed a large 
measure of public esteem fof many years 
and has resolutely refused previous efforts 
to persuade him to assume the direction of 
the government. Now that his reluctance 
has been overcome it is possible he may 
exert more influence than most other men 
placed in his position, but there is little 
hope that he can long withstand the at- 
tacks that will be made on his Cabinet and 
which have been inaugurated — already. 
The Socialist element, which has been grow- 
ing in power steadily and alarmingly, will 
not be conténted with anything less than 
the complete overthrow of the Senate, and 
this. faction has shown no disposition to 
temporize through any patriotic considera- 
tions. 

The situation is the inevitable outcome of 
the jumbled form of government that ob- 
tains. The Constitution, which has ‘been 
in vogue about twenty-one years, was 


aries of 1875 to hold in check the demo- 
cratic movement of that time. A fourth of 
the Senators were life members then, and 
the others were elected somewhat like our 
United States Senators. It was the ob- 
vious intention that this body should act 
as a safeguard against any dangerous inno- 
vations by the Deputies and should enjoy 
the power to oust. an obnoxious Cabi- 
net by a vote of no-confidence. The exer- 
cise of this prerogative has been the chief 
cause of the numerous ministerial crises in 
the last twenty years. A Cabinet finding it 
necessary to have the confidence of two 
different legislative bodies, with qualities 
radically unlike and chosen on different 
bases, has not been able to survive any 
serious agitation. The absurdity of the 
situation, being a mixture of the parlia- 
mentary forms of the United States and 
Great Britain without the strong points of 
either, has long ybeen recognized by the 
statesmen of France. But the spread of 
Socialism unt it almost, if not quite, con- 
trols the Chamber of Deputies has changed 
this feeling into one that regards the priv-- 
ileges of the Senate as a timely bulwark of 
defense, reviving its use as a weapon of 
twenty years ago. The aristocratic and 
more wealthy classes have rallied to its sup- 
port.under the spur of this growing menace 
of Socialism, preferring even the vicious 
principle of rapidly changing: ministries to 
the more alarming possibilities of complete 
radical control. 

Such is the sea of contention into which 
the Meline ministry .as'been plunged, with 
the deposed Premier Bourgeois at the head 
of the radical faction. The best that can 
be hoped for reasonably is a brief interim 
of comparative peace, but in no sense can 
the crisis be considered over. It is the fruit 
of long contention with a principle under- 
lying it that appeals with great force to the 
masses, and France seems destined to most 
dangerous agitation and continued Cabinet 
phere, even if no worse fate befalls, 
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ASSERTION THAT “SILVER IS THE POOR 
MAN’S MONEY.” 

One of the assertions of the free silverites 
which has appealed to the feelings of a gooil 
many unreflecting people is that “ silver is 
the poor man’s money and gold the rich 
man’s money.” After assuming thus that 
there are different currencies for differ- 
ent individuals the free silverites go on to 


' argue that if there were free coinage at the 


ratio of 16 to 1 there would be more “ poor 
man’s,money ” inf circulation, and he would 
get more of it. 
This is in substance a declaration that the 
silver dollars, half, and quarter dollars in 
this country constitute its wage fund—that 
if there were no silver there would be no 
employment for workingmen, because there 
would be no money in which to pay them. 
In 1849, there being fio silver dollars that 
would stay in circulation, the government 
began the coinage of gold dollars. It was 
found, however, that they were too small 
for practical use and lidble to be lost. Be- 
cause of their diminutive size gold halves 
and quarter dollars would be utterly in- 
practicable. The silver dollar is very bulky, 


equal value, and a few of them make a load 
too heavy for pockets or suspenders, Buta 
silver dollar is safer to handle than the gold 
one, therefore the gold dollar was “ stricken 
down ” to make room for the silver dollar. 
Beeause the silver half dimes and 3-cent 
pieces were inconveniently small they were 
“stricken down,” and nickel coins substi- 
tuted for them. 

The smallest gold coin now struck at the 
mint is the quarter eagle or $2.50. If hard 
money only were used the workingman to 
whom $2.50 was due would be paid in a 
quarter eagle if he preferred it. If he liked 
to be paid in half dollars he would get them. 
Where wages were not paid in paper money 
those who were paid by the month would be 
paid in gold; where paid by the week, mostly 
in gold and part in silver; where paid by the 
day it would be generally in silver if the 


more in gold. BS 
At present workingmen and others are 
paid chiefly in paper money which, whether 
greenbacks, or silver certificates, or Treas- 
ury notes, or national bank currency, 1s 
equal to gold in purchasing power. Rich 
and poor use indiscriminately and are paid 
in paper down to one or two dollars because 
they prefer notes to silver. Dimes, quarters, 
and halves, and some dollars in silver are in 
the pockets of the rich as well as of the 
poor. So are nickels, These minor coins 
ate not the money of any —_ but of the 
whole people. 
_ Supposing, however, it were true that sil- 
ver was the money exclusively handled by 
the laboring classes and that not one of 
them ever a gold piece, then clearly 
it is of the grea 
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frightful disadvantage. His currency 
would not be “ honest money,” and might 
well be called “ rotten money ”’ like that in 
which the Mexican or Chinese or Hindoo is 
paid as compared with that received now by 
the American workingman. And it is for 
this rotten, depreciated, cheap stuff Alt- 
geld is howling. Is it possible that work- 
ingmer can think it is to their interest to be 
paid in free coinage dollars which will be 
worth only 50 cents or half as much as those 
they get now?. But in the event of free 
coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 they will get 
only 50-cent dollars for their labor. Then 
they never will receive any gold or any 
paper redeemable in gold, for under free 
coinage of silver it will only be worth 50 
cents on the dollar. 

As long as the gold standard is main- 
tained whate*er money the “ poor men ” are 


: paid in will be as good as gold. Thus gold 


is as much their money as it is the rich 
men’s. They may not handle the yellow 
metal, for that will be used only in large 
transactions where silver would be~ too 
bulky and heavy, but the money they do 
have is the equivalent of gold in power to 
buy things. 
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DEMOCRATIC CURRENCY PLANKS. 

A great fight is going on now in the Demo- 
cratic party to determine the question 
whether that great political organization is 
or is not to exert its influence in support of 
the revolutionary scheme to subvert the 
existing money standard of the country, to 
violate millions of lawful contracts by act of 
Congress, and to cheat millions of men and 
women out of half their dues. 

The honest money Democrats have had 
decidedly the best of it in the State conven- 
tions held this week. The Pennsylvania 
platform said: : 

We are in favor of a firm, unvarying main- 
tenance of the gold standard.’ Whilé we favor the 
most liberal use of silver consistent with the en- 
forcement of a gold standard, we are absolutely 
opposed to the frte coinage of silver and to the 
compulsory purchase of silver bullion by the 
government, 

The Michigan convention adopted the fol- 
lowing plank: 

On the finance question we recognize that this 
administration stands upon and has consistently 
carried out the national Democratic platform of 
1892, on which it was elected by the people, which 
decided that the parity of the metals in our cur- 
rency shall be maintained. 

The platform of the national convention, which 
has carried the country overwhelmingly for our 
party, should be the doctrine of Democrats until 
a new platform is formed by another national con- 
vention. To the national convention to be held 
July 7 we remit this subject, with. confidence in 


r the wisdom and patriotism of that body. 


This is much better than was expected, be- 
éause neurly all the county conventions 
seemed to favor free silver. The honest 
money vote of the Detroit Democrats, who 
understand fully the criminal folly of free 
coinage, and the quiet work done by some 

President Cleveland's friends, seem to 
have swung the convention over to the right 
side. | 

The honest money Democrats of Nebraska 
also held| their convention during the week 
and elec fed delegates: to Chicago. But if 
the rotteh money men control the conven- 
tion those delegates will not be admitted, 
and those chosen by the free silver wing, 
which has a separate organization, will be 
seated. 

The Mississippi Democrats adopted the 
following: 

Resolved, That we favor the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio of.16 to l 
without waiting for the action or coéperation of 
any other nation, and we hereby instruct our dele- 
gates to the National Democratic convention in 
favor of a platform embodying these principles. 
And we further instruct said delegates to vote for 
no man for President or Vice-President who is not 
fully and unequivocally in favor of these prin- 
ciples. 

This is as outspoken one way as the Penn- 
sylvania plank is the other, and, unfortu- 
nately for the Democracy, nearly all the 
delegates from the Southern and Western 
States will be for the Mississippi plank 
instead of the Pennsylvania resolution. 
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DEATH OF THE SHAH OF PERSIA. 

The Shah of Persia, Nasir Ed-din, was 
assassinated by a revolutionary fanatic as 
he was entering the inner court of one of his 
temples near Teheran yesterday afternoon. 
The * King of Kings.’ was shot, and it ap- 
pears from the reports the murderer was 
disguised as a’ woman. Persia has been 
free from any open hostility to the ruling 
dynasty for many years, and the violent 
“taking off’ of the Shah is believed to be 
due to a plot that has been slumbering in 
some of the remote provinces. The as- 
sassin was captured at once, but he has not 
divulged the names of. his accomplices nor 
assigned any cause for his act. The 
tragedy aroused considerable excitement, 
but nothing that resembled a revolutionary 
movement, 

Nasir Ed-din had reigned since 1848 and 
was 67 years old. He was the fourth in 
succession of the Kajars, who took posses- 


sion of the crown after a civil war extend- 


ing over fifteen years, from 1779 to 1794. 
The royal family is of immense size, and 
the heir, selected by the Shah according to 
the Persian custom, is his eldest son, Musa- 
fer Ed-din, who has been sojourning in 
Tabriz and is now on his way to the capital 
in response to the notification of the Shah’s 
death, ‘ He is 43 years old and is reported to 
be conservative in tendency.

CONDITION OF PACIFIC RAILROADS. 


Gear’s Senate Committee Submits Its 
Report—Makes Recommendations. 
Washigton, D. C., May 1.—Senator Gear, 

Chairman of the Senate Committee on Pa- 

cific Railroads, today submitted the report 

of that committee on the question of refund- 
ing the government debt of the Pacific rail- 
roads. The Union Pacific and Kansas Pa- 
cific debts Jan. 1 next are placed at $53,- 

715,408 and that of the Central Pacific at 

$57,681,514.. Under the terms of the bill the 

last payment on the Union Pacific debt 
would be made Jan. 1, 1962, and on the 

Central Pacific Jan. 1, 1976. 

The report recommends the extension of 
the debt in accordance with the bill as 
agreed upon in the committees of the two 
Houses, as providing the most advisable 
course to be pursued. 

In the opinion of the committee the gov- 
ernment had far better abandon its entire 


interest in these properties than take the | 


first. step in a scheme so vast and perilous 
as that of acquiring and operating them. 
Foreclosure should not be undertaken 


without full provision for the discharge of 


superior liens and the acquisition of other 
valuable properties necessary to sucessful 
operation. It is estimated that $90,000,000, 
exciusive of the sinking fund, would be 
necessary. Such an appropriation the re- 
port considers preposterous. 

The advantages of the refunding plan are 
set forth to be: 

1. The security of the government debt is 
extended so as to cover all the properties of 
the companies, including the non-aided lines 
and terminal properties. As. a result, the 
debt in future will be secured upon com- 
pleted railroad properties instead of upon 


detached properties substantially without 


terminals. 


2. That the companies shall pay fixed 


sums at prescribed dates, which shall re- 
duce the debt as rapidly as possible, and in 
the meantime pay interest at as high a 
rate as the earnings will suffice. 

Under the arrangement for turning in the 
government debt to the Southern Pacific 
about $4,000,000 will be paid the first year. 
The report expresses confidence that both 
the Union and Central Pacific will be able 
to meet tHe requirements of the bill. 

Special stress is laid upon the fact that 
the law prohibits discrimination by the:Pa- 


cific roads as between connecting lines as

CHICAGO LINES WIN A VICTORY. 


Discrimination in Favor of St. Louis 
and Via Toledo at an End. « 

For several years. past the roads from the 
Mississippi River to Chitago have been 
laboring under a great disadvantage, owing 
to the discrimination practiced against them 
on east-bound lake and rail rates through to 
the seaboard..The lines from East St. Louis, 
Mississippi River points, and points west of 
Peoria, running to Toledo and other Lake 
Erie ports, have been permitted to make a 
lower through lake-and-rail rate on grain 
and its products than the lines to Chicago 
were allowed to make.

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SOME WAYS TO SERVE PINEAPPLE. | 


How to Prepare Summer Dishes in an 
Attractive Style. 

Pineapples will soon be very plenty and 
within the reach of every housewife’s allow- 
ance. A test to detegmine whether a pine- 
apple is ready to use is to pull out one of the 


» green spike leaves at the top. It should 


comé out readily if the fruit is ripe. Pare 
the pineapple and carefully remove the eyes 
with a sharp-pointed knife. 

The better way to treat the fruit is to pick 
the flesh from the core with a silver: fork, 
commencing at the stem end. The uneven 
pieces look better and are nicer to handle 
than when cut into slices. The rind of the 
pineapple contains an acid that is apt to 
cause a swollen mouth and sore lips. If the 
fruit is to be sliced, the sarhe knife should 
not be used for slicing and peeling. The 
Cubans use salt as an antidote for the ill 
effects of the peel. The fruit itself con- 
tains a vegetable pepsin, and, if eaten after 
a hearty meal, will assist digestion. 

A very pretty way to serve a pineapple is 
in the shell. Select a ote large pine and 
wash it well. If there ate any imperfect 
leaves at the top remove them. Cut the top 
straight across, leaving about'an inch of it 
in depth below the leaves, and lay it one 
side. Trim off the rough places on the bot- 
tom just enoygh'so that the fruit will stand 
level. Now with a sharp knife cut out the 
inside of the pineapple, leaving a wall three- 
quarters of an inch thick allaround. With 
a silver fork pick the flesh into small pieces, 
rejecting the core. Peel two oranges, re- 
move all the white part, and slice the fruit 
toward the center. Put the orange pulp and 
juice with the shredded pineapple, cover 


‘them with sugar, and keep in the ice chest 


one hour at least. At serving time place the 
pineapple shell on a large plate covered with 
a pretty doily, and fill the shell with the 
eeares fruits, which should be very cold. 

eplace the top of the pineapple and send to 
the table at once. A little sherry may be 
used with the pineapple if desired. Straw- 
berries may also be used in place of oranges. 

Brandied pineapple does not require to be 
cooked, and is exceedingly nice to serve 
with ice creams, custards, or «cornstarch 
puddings. After peeling the pines and re- 
moving the eyes, begin at the stem end, and 
with a silver fork pick the fruit from the 
core. Take self-sealing jars and pack them 
with the picked pineapple and granulated 
sugar, allowing as much sugar as you have 
fruit. Pour very slowly over them white 
brandy until the jars are filled. Screw the 
-eovers down tight and keep the jars ina 
dark place: -If one does not wish to uge so 
much brandy the fruit can be prepared thus: 
After picking the pineapples into pieces, for 
every potind of fruit take one pound of gran- 
ulated sugar. Put them in alternate layers 
in an open-mouth stone jar or porcelain 
kettle. Cover and stand in a cool place over 
night. In the morning put the fruit in jars 
and fill with the sirup, letting the jars over- 
flow to remove alltheair. Adda tablespoon- 
ful of sherry to every quart jar. Before 
filling the jars stand them with the tops 
down in hot water; keep the lids and rub- 
bers also in water. Keep the filled jars ina 
dark, cool place. 

A pudding called pineapple cream is made 
thus: Rub haJf a pound of butter and one 
pound of sugar to a cream. Stir in one 
pound of grated pineapple and add the yelks 
of three well beaten egzs and one cup of 
milk. Beat the whites of the eggs light and 
stiff and add them last: Linea pudding dish 
with a rich pie crust, rolled very thin, fill it 
with the prepared custard, and bake in a 
moderate oven until the custard is done.

Bright Straws Elaborately Trimmed 
with Flowers and Follage.

Imperative Edict of the Young Em- 
_ press of Russia Against Cigarets. 
Russia’s young Empress has created con- 

sternation at the court of St. Petersburg by 

discountenancigg the use of tobacco by the 
ladies with whom she is brought intp con- 
tact. She is credited with the obser¥ation 
that a cigaret in the mouth of a woman is 
as’ bad as an oath in that of'a man, 
and has requested that neither her ladies in 
waiting nor yet the ladies of the court should 
approach her as long as there is the slightest 
aroma of tobacco about their clothes or 
about their persons. Now, nearly every 
member of the imperial family, and in 
hatural consequence well-nigh every lady in 
court and in society at St. Petersburg, is 
addicted to the use and even abuse of cig- 
arets, the Grand Duchess Vladimir being 


-~conspicuous among the number. : 


The widowed Czarina, like her sisters, the 
Princess of Wales and the Duchess of Cum- 
berland, never favored the use of tobacco by 
ladies, but in spite of ajl the influence which 
she wielded over her husband, Alexander 
III., she did not venture openly to object to 
it on the part of members of hercourt. That 
the young press should have had the 
courage to fo so constitutes a proof not only 
that her influence over her husband is of a 
predominant nature, but also that she will 
not hesitate to use it for the execution of her 
ideas, irres ve of any prejudices or ob- 
stacles that she may encounter. 

There is only one other sovereign in Eu- 
rope who manifests a similar aversion to 
tobacco—namely: Queen Victoria, who has 
been known to cause her private secretary,
